Exceptionally good work was 
done by the St. John Ambulance

BY LORD DERBY 


RELATIONS WITH FRANCE 

In‘all parta of’ England inter- 
est inthe proposed construction of 
a tunnel under the Channel to 
connect England ‘with the Con- 
tinent is rapidly growing. 

‘Men prominent in every sphere 
are publicly expressing their belief ' 
in the desirability of it. : 

In a special communication to 
the “Daily Mail,” the Earl of Derby 
Bays:

BRITISH _INDUSTRIALISTS' 
PROJECTED PLANS 


POWERFUL INTERESTS © 

The following article appeared re- | 
contly in the “Financial News.” It} 
will, howover, be remembered that a 
cable teceived a week or two ago stated 
that the proposed visit’ of British In- | 
dustriailsts had been postponed. It 
fs, nevertheless, interesting to read 
what the powerful British were pre- 
pared to do towards a resumption of 
trade with Russia. 

Russia has mado ft manifest that she 
needs Britain’s help, A growing 
movement in favour of friendly rela- 
tionship culminates in the projected 
visit of a delegation of representative 
of the leading industrial interests of 
this country to study Russian needs on 
the spot. From an practical point of 
view the biggest atep taken by Great 
Britain towards a resumption of un- 
fettered trade’ with Russia has taken 
concrete form in the decision reached 
recently by important manufacturing 
Interests to take prompt action for the 
extension of our exnort trade to Rus- 


sia.

larly those who have been lukewarm 
In their attitude towards the reaump- 
tion 'of business between the two 
countries that something more than “a 
gesture” Is indicated. :

Mr. F. C. Goodenough, Chairman’ of

Referring to the Balance Sheet, you 
will'see that the total of the Current 
and Deposit.

The increase is due chiefly to the 
large number. of new accounts opened

This increase in the number of ac-

great combinations of interests which 
are taking place, some of which have 
already been publicly announced, while 
others will shortly follow. 

Much is also being done to dovelop 
new outlets for trade and to improve 
the marketing of our goods on more 
scientific lines. On the other hand, 
there are. no signs of a reduction in 
the tariff barriers if taken as a whole. 
These barriers tend substantially to re- 
duce international trade and it‘ scems 
that if we are to regain our fall pre- 
War volume of foreign trade, steps 
must be taken to reorganize upon more 
economical and efficient lines many of 
our industries which are apecially sub-

disappointing, espectally.in the case of 
corn, but there seems to be a general 
expectation that’ they should improve, 
particularly in the case: of live stock, 
owing to the growing . shortage of 
meat, supplies: in certain directions. 
This /may* lead to a wider market for 
exported meat from the Argenting and 
other producing countries, which might 
hay ; the effect of reducing the amount 
available for this market: And lead to 
higher prices here. The Government 
scheme for long-term credit is now in 
operation and should be of substan- 
tial benefit to many farmers who 
have found diffeulty during the bad 
times where farms have been mort- 
gaged. Ptovided mortgage accom- 
modation can be found under the new 
scheme at suitable rates, the farmer 
shouldbe able to look forward to 
being in a position to retain in his 
family the land which he has acquired, 
and there {a no greater encourage- 
ment to the farming industry than 
security of tenure, which is the best 
means of securing the expert know- 
ledge and-skill that are required to 
carry on the difficult buainess of farm- 
ing: With the reduction in rating, 
and if we are fortunate in having an- 
other good season and somewhat im- 
proved prices, the farmer should be 
in a better position than during, the 
last few years,

DOWAGER COUNTESS OF 
‘DUDLEY 


8 LOVELY SISTERS 


“The ‘Dowager Countess of 
Dudley, a famous beauty of last 
century, died recently at Pem- 
brpke Lodge, Richmond Park, 
aged 82, : " 

She was the last survivor of a 
family of eight sisters, all of 
whom were noted in their. day. 
She. was Georgiana, third daugh- 
ter of the Scottish baronet’ Sir 
Thomgs Moncreiffe. : e 

The sisters were | leaders of 
London society of the late ‘sixties, 
of which Alexandra, "Princess of 
Wales, their friend and contem- 
porary, was the chief. Georgiana 
was considered the most beautiful 
of the family, and indeed of all 
London. ; 

Her youthful features remain 
recorded in Millais’a “Apple Blos- 
soms,’ ’of which she is the central 
figure, painted when she was 18. 

Miss Monereiffe married the 
Earl of Dudley when she was 19. 
Lord’ Dudley was a widower 30 
years her senior, and she was left 
a widow in 1885. 

During ‘the Boer War Lady 
Dudley helped wounded officers 
and nurses returning from South 
Africi, and carried on the work 
for nearly two years without the 
necessity for any appeal t 
public. She was created by King 
Edward a Lady of Grace of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem.’ 

Lady Dudley took a great inter- 
est in the art of cookery, and her 
“Dudley Book’ of Cookery and 
Household Recipes” is not only a 
practical handbook, for the | kit- 
chen, but also a work of litera- 
ture. full of epigrammatic 
wisdom, ancient and.'-modern, 
bearing on its subject. 

She had six sois, of whom one 
was killed in the European War. 
Of these four,.the eldest being the 
present Lord Dudley survive her, 
together. with her only daughter,
